literature as is shown by the excava- 
tions already made. 
Pompeii was a 


commercial centre and has yielded no 
manuscripts while a single villa cf 
Hercnlaneum has yielded 1,750 papyri 
Prom this city, too, have been takeD 
works of art in both bronze and 
marble that far surpass the excava- 
tions of Pompeii.

Sleeping Faun, the 
Sis 


Actresses, Mercury, busts of Plato, 
Seipio Africanus, Augustus, Seneca 
and 
Demosthenes 
are

famous. 
Besides the 
differences of 


an intrinsic nature to students and 
scientists, the eruption of 70 which 
removed these two cities from view 
affected them very differently. 
Pom- 


peii, situated on an eminence, was 
destroyed but not completely covered 
by hot ashes, cinders and 
pumice- 


stone, hence the objects of art have 
been modified and damaged by the 
heat. Herculaneum was covered by a 
torrent of mud, a mixture of ashes and 
cinders with water. 
Almost instan- 


taneously it was buried and 13 such a 


depth that its treasures remained in a 
state of preservation and have been 
little sought by the hand of man, 
The marble is not calcined, the papers 
are not destroyed, the wood is not 
oxidized and the glass is not melted. 
For almost nineteen centuries these 
tressures hive been hidden and pre- 
served and towns have been built 
upon the surface above the historic 
city. Here is a rich harvest for arch- 
tiolcgists — treasures that will be a 
revel&tion after centuries of obscurity.

Polly Bodine, who was tried for mur 
der, was the first witness to speak in 
der own defense; she stood in the wit 
ness box and her testimony wen her 
case but jurists have never been able 
i 
1 mi rely to endorse that innovation. 
Nan Patterson's counsel pleaded with 
her to give up the idea; she was per 
versely obstinate. But as it was hei 
right, guaranteed by the court, they 
could only advise her to silence but 
they cou]d not compel. The disagree- 
ment of the jury, beiDg- equally divid- 
ed, renders another trial imperative 
and there may be another diagreement 
with the probability of giving 
the 


woman her freedom, and so ends the 
murder or suicide of Caesar Young-. 


The rapid increase of cur population 


has caused an immense advance in tbe 
price of real estate on tbe Island of 
Manhattan, which is only a portion of 
the City cf New York, and it looks 
now as if we would have to increase 
our subway, instead of elevating our 
buildings until the roofs are above the 
clouds.

In remote parts 
of Cliinn men b:Lve their chins scraped, 
without water or soap, br iustruincuta 
very similar 1.0 these, and the men of 
the stone a^e would most likely Uud 
out at a very early stage that to leave 
hair upon their 1'ace was to give a use- 
ful handle lo llieir enemies. 


Thai, indeed, vas liie reason -why 


Alexander tlic Oreat euuipelled his sol- 
diers to shave, and his order is among 
the earliesi delinife instances of shav- 
ing upon record, although there can he 
no question thai the practice existed 
long before his day. 


The oldest Kirypthm sculptures show 


some men cli-itn shaven, and othen 
partially so, willi cm-led beards. It is
